An  order  for  1150  pounds  of  ginseng  was  placed  yesterday 
with  the  St.  Louis  firm  of  Eugene  Donzelot  &  Son,  209  North 
Second  street,  for  export  to  China.  With  the  present  price 
ranging  from  $6  to  $7.50  a  pound,  the  order  amounted  to  ap¬ 
proximately  $7000. 

Most  St,  Louisans  are  probably  unaware  that  St.  Louis  ex¬ 
ports  ginseng  to  China — or  for  that  matter  even  that  there  Is 
such  a  product.  Its  use  was  explained  by  E.  J.  de  Pigueiredo. 
managing  director  of  the  importing  firm  of  Hughes  &  Hough, 
Limited,  of  Hong  Kong,  who  visited  the  city  yesterday  to  pur¬ 
chase  ginseng  for  his  firm. 

SAID  TO  PROLONG  LIFE 

Ginseng,  he  explained,  is  the  root  of  a  shrub  which  the 
Chinese  believe  has  medicinal  properties.  It  is  used  by  the 
Chinese  to  make  a  tea  which,  according  t'o  their  belief,  pro¬ 
longs  life. 

It  is  gathered  by  trappers,  and  in  some  instances  is  cultiva¬ 
ted  in  this  country. 

Approximately  200,000  pounds  are  exported  from  America 
annually  to  China,,  De  Pigueiredo  said.  The  only  other  coun¬ 
tries  which  produce  it  are  Canada  and  Korea.

Prof.  Hansen  says  of  Proso :  “WFqn  it  is  hulled  and  cooked  for  the  table  the  Russians  call  it  Kasha, 
and  it  is  extensively  used  in  Eujpopean  Russia,  Siberia,  Turkestan,  Mongolia  and  other  parts  of 
Asia.  This  is  specially  valuablelgrain.  For  feeding  stock,  poultry,  etc.,  it  is  equal  to,  or  better, 
than  wheat  ” 

It  is  also  used  in  those  countries  lor  flour  and  making  into  bread.  In  Russia  one  buys  Proso  bread 
just  as  you  buy  wheat  bread  here.  It  is  extremely  palatable  and  fowls  prefer  it  to  any  other  grain.

Although  a  native  of  Russia,  Proso  does  better,  grows  faster  and  matures  quicker  in  our  climate. 
During  the  fifteen  years  since  it  was  first  introduced  in  this  country  it  has  become  acclimated  so 
that  it  now  grows  here  just  as  well  as  our  native  crops.  It  may  be  planted  any  time  after  corn 
planting  time  up  to  the  middle  of  July. 

Proso  may  be  planted  in  high,  dry  soil  that  is  not  suitable  for  other  grains.  It  is  especially  valuable 
as  a  summer  “catch  crop” — something  that  may  be  planted  on  land  which  has  had  an  early  crop 
removed,  or  ground  that  has  bee/i  drowned  out  and  not  in  shape  to  work  until  late  in  the  season.

!  THE  GREAT  FORAGE  CROP 

KUDZU  is  a  wonderful  perennial  legume.  It  outyields  alfalfa 
on  poor  land;  succeeds  on  land  too  poor  for  alfalfa;  and  does 
not  have  to  be  fertilized  or  limed.  While  it  is  perfectly  hardy 
in  the  Northern  States,  the  South  is  where  it  thrives  to  per¬ 
fection,  and  it  is  there  that  it  is  a  most  profitable  crop.  It  is 
adapted  to  every  class  of  well-drained  soils,  and  will  succeed 
on  practically  any  land  not  water-soaked  and  not  a  desert.  It 
enriches  poor  soil  more  rapidly  and  more  permanently  than  it 
can  be  improved  in  any  other  ■fray,  and  will  transform  non¬ 
productive,  barren  hillsides  into  a  main  resource  of  the  farm. 

KUDZU  contains  more  protein  than  wheat  bran — as  high  as 
19.82  per  cent  and  averaging  17.43  per  cent.  A  remarkable 
feature  is  that  although  the  hay  is  richer  than  alfalfa,  yet  it 
is  not  injurious  to  horses  and  perfectly  safe  for  all  stock,  when 
fed  either  green  or  dry.  Does  not  cause  sickness  of  animals 
even  when  overfed;  when  fed  to  cows  it  will  produce  more  milk 
and  richer  milk  than  any  other  one  feed;  and  makes  a  good 
permanent  pasture. 

KUDZU  can  be  harv¬ 
ested  when  weather 
conditions  are  unfavor¬ 
able  for  other  hays 
and  will  yield  a  fine 
quality  of  hay,  often 
when  continued  show¬ 
ers  and  dampness 
would  mean  ruin  to 
any  other  legume  hay. 
It  cures  the  quickest 
of  any  known  hay,  and 
the  leaves  do  not'  drop 
off.  Instances  are 
known  where  four  cut¬ 
tings  of  hay  averaging 
2V2  tons  per  cutting 
and  making  a  total 
yield  of  ten  tons  per 
acre  in  a  single  season 
have  been  made. 
KUDZU  should  be  giv¬ 
en  cultivation  the  first 
season.  A  full  crop 
or  corn  or  a  good 
crop  of  potatoes,  or 
any  other  similar 
crop,  may  be  raised 
on  the  same  land  the 
first  year,  so  the 
farmer  does  not  lose  the  use  of  the  land.  After  the  first  year 
no  cultivation  is  needed,  as  the  plants  will  cover  the  ground 
the  next  season  and  take  root  at  the  joints,  growing  so  rapidly 
as  to  choke  out  all  other  plants  (even  such  pests  as  Johnson 
and  Bermuda  grasses),  yet  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  get  rid  of 
Kudzu  if  desired,  for  it  has  a  peculiar  habit  of  neither  blooming 
or  bearing  seed  under  field  culture,  and  the  plants  will  only 
sprout'  from  the  crowns  and  can  be  killed  by  cutting  off  these 
crowns  with  a  disk  plow  in  hot,  dry  weather.  When  the  crowns 
of  Kudzu  roots  are  cut  off  and  exposed  to  sunshine  for  half  a 
day  or  so  they  are  killed,  and  the  roots  decay.  Another  method 
of  eradicating  Kudzu  in  case  one  desires  to  put  a  field  back  to 
intertilled  crops,  is  t'o  plow  late  in  the  fall,  and  plant  the  fol¬ 
lowing  spring  to  corn,  beans,  potatoes  or  any  other  crop  that 
can  be  given  careful  cultivation.  While  Kudzu  will  stand  more 
abuse  than  most  any  other  plant  we  know  of,  it  is  much  more 
easily  eradicated  than  alfalfa  if  one  want's  to  get  rid  of  it. 
Kudzu  absolutely  cannot  become  a  weed  pest. 

One  farmer  who  has  given  Kudzu  a  good  trial  says;  “In  my 
thirty-five  years’  experience  in  farming  in  different  states, 
and  with  various  hay  crops,  I  have  never  seen  a  hay  that  has 
cured  so  quickly,  held  it's  leaves  so  well,  or  kept  its  color  bo 
perfectly  under  various  conditions  as  Kudzu  does.  It  does  not 
require  lime,  as  is  the  case  with  alfalfa  and  some  other 
legumes.  It  does  not  require  a  rich  soil,  and  so  far  as  our 
experiments  have  gone  the  past  ten  years,  fertilizing  is  not  only 
unnecessary  but  unprofitable.  I  have  had  plantings  in  which 
some  were  located  in  the  very  poorest  of  soils — soils  that  would 
not  produce  corn,  melons,  or  even  cow  peas — and  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  that  young  plants  did  not  start  off  quite  so  readily  on 
these  poor  spots,  one  could  not  tell  the  difference  at  the  end  of 
the  second  season.
